Despite recent 
blazes, normal 
fire season 
predicted

The fire season is already red 
hot in the Huron-Manistee 
National Forest, which covers 
nearly 1 million acres in the 
northern Lower Peninsula. 

“We’ve had probably over 25 
fires in the last couple weeks,” 
which is an unusually high num- 
ber for this early in the spring, 
said Cadillac-based fire informa- 
tion officer Carol Nilsson. 

One flare-up scorched 133 
acres in Hoxeyville, near 
Cadillac, after fierce winds 
stoked a backyard brush fire. 
Before firefighters brought it 
under control, it had already 
destroyed two homes and two 
outbuildings. 

Nilsson said the Lower 
Peninsula’s peak fire season runs 


from mid-April to mid-May, . 


after the snow has melted and 
forests are dense with fuel like 
dead leaves and brush. It tapers 
off when trees leaf out. 

“Fires don’t burn green,” she 
said, though they sometimes 
occur throughout the summer 
and fall.

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“The reality is our spring fire 


season isn’t dependent on weath- - 


It’s a day-to-day 
thing,” he said. “That means it’s 
very hard to predict what will 
happen next week.” 

Johnson said that an average 
year sees 300 to 500 forest fires 
in Michigan, with one or two 
large blazes that burn 100 acres 
or more. He expects this year to 
fall within that range. 

“There’s nothing unusual on 
the horizon,” he said. 

In the western Upper 
Peninsula’s Ottawa ‘National 
Forest, the ground is still patched 
with snow, and the damp woods 


have yet to see a fire this season, ' 


said Watersmeet-based forest fire 
management officer Dean 
Karlovich.

injury. 

“Urban interface is just a big, 
big issue,” she said, “more and 
more every year.” 

Nilsson encourages homeown- 


ers in forests to clear their yards 


of brush and trim trees so there 
are no branches closer than six 
feet to the ground and keep 
propane tanks far from their 


houses. 


And, she said, people should- 
n't burn, yard waste when condi- 
tions are ripe for spreading fires, 
since strong winds can carry 
embers for miles.

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Michigan tourism ads net visitors, 
awards, but travel forecast still glum

Longwood International, a 
Toronto tourism research firm, 
released a study showing that 
the ad campaign was responsi- 
ible for the new visitors, who 
ispent a total of $800 million 
‘between 2004 and 2007.

Zimmermann, vice president of 
Travel Michigan, the state’s offi- 
cial tourism promotion agency. 

“We decided that since we 
were going into some new mar- 
kets, it was important to make 
Sure we have the best, most 
compelling message, especially 
for these new markets we didn’t 
much about,” 
Zimmermann said. 

They succeeded, according to 
the Travel Industry Association 
of America, which cited it for 
Best Tourism Campaign and 
Best State Television Ads.

The commercials, which can 
be viewed online at www.michi- 
gan.org\travelads, are organized 
into three seasons: Winter, 
Warm Weather and Fall.

Longwood International 
determined the success of the 
ads by going into each of the six, 
cities, and putting together a ran- 
dom sample of consumers. They 
were shown the ads and asked if 
they had seen them, and through 
a series of other questions the 
firm was able to determine how 
influential the ads were in luring 
new tourists to Michigan.

Tax problems bring wails from Michigan businesses 


was to be revenue-neutral at 
about $2 billion, which means no 
added revenue for the state, but a 
fairer spread among the taxpay- 
ers. 

* * * 

THAT DID NOT solve all bud- 
get problems last year, however. 

Faced with a looming shortage 
of about $600 million, and only 
after much anguish and haggling, 
lawmakers begrudgingly enacted 
a six percent tax on a vanety of 
business activities, ranging from 
baby shoe bronzing to brokerage 
fees. 

The list of new service taxpay- 
ers made no sense, and after 
vociferous private sector squawk- 
ing the service tax was repealed 
before it even took effect. 

So a new tax solution was 
enacted in November — a 21 per- 
cent surcharge on the new 
Michigan Business Tax. Both the 
MBT and the surcharge took 
effect on January 1, 2008, with 
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the surcharge designed to replace 
the $600 million the never-levied 
tax on selected business services 
was supposed to produce. 

As first-quarter tax returns 
rolled around, complaints are 
pouring into the state treasury 
anew. For example, Bronner’s 
Christmas Wonderland in 
Frankenmuth claimed a 500 per- 
cent increase in state taxes and 
many other businesses claimed 
huge increases, up to 1,300 per- 
cent or more. 

Of course, percentages are 
tricky numbers; the bottom line 
should be how many dollars are 
involved, not the rate-of increase. 

Elected lawmakers, not unex- 
pectedly, hear the anguish, and 
have begun new tax-related scur- 
rying. The state senate, mostly 
along party lines, approved a 
$240 million tax relief bill. Tax 
committees have launched say, 
groups. 

The Michigan Chamber of 


Commerce wants the surcharge 
rolled back, and suggests spend- 
ing cuts and more government 
reform to make up any lost rev- 
enue. 

* * * 

THE TAX TURMOIL has all 
the earmarks of yet another cat 
fight between cutters and 
spenders in the capitol. 

In 2007, the governor and the 
legislature wrestled with tax and 
budget concerns from January 
right through December. In 2008, 
it could become déja vu, all over 
again ... and in an election year, 
too. 

The $600 million expected 
from the surcharge already has 
‘been committed to state pro- 
grams. If that expected revenue is 
repealed or reduced, then it either 
must be replaced by other rev- 
enue, or already approved state 
programs and spending must be 
reduced by that amount. 

“Right now, we’re hearing 


from groups paying more and not 
hearing from classes of business 
paying less,’ Gary Olson, direc- 
tor of the Senate -Fiscal Agency, 
was quoted in an article in the 
Detroit News. “If our goal was 
that nobody was going to pay any 
more under the new tax than 
under the old tax, we should have 
kept the old tax.” 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm said 
she’s willing to take a look at 
changes, as long as any resulting 
taxes produce the same amount 
of revenue from somewhere. Of 
course, that would mean some 
taxpayers somewhere would be 
hit for any tax relief granted,

WHEN THE NEW MBT was 
adopted in June, Gov. Granholm 
claimed that seven of 10 busi- 
nesses would pay lower taxes. 

“That sounds great, but it also 
means the other three businesses 
will pay higher taxes, and enough 
to make up that $2 billion the 
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SBT now yields,” the Almanack 
commented at that time. 

“Initial reaction from business 
groups has been generally sup- 
portive. That’s understandable 
from the seven businesses which 
will pay lower taxes, but I won- 
der about the absent complaints 
from those three businesses pay- 
ing higher taxes.” 

Recent state treasury figures 
show 99,363 business taxpayers 
are expected to pay less under the 
new system, and 44,761 are 
expected to pay more. 

Forty-four thousand business- 
es, and their lobbyists, can make 
a lot of noise, and that’s what 
we're hearing now.

J don’t know about you, but I 
don’t need any more taxation.

$60 sticker. I am asingle, senior 
citizen on a very limited income. 


T recycle, I compost and I have: 


a burn barre] with a cover, that I 
purchased at McLean’s 
Hardware, to burn paper that is 
not recyclable. I also burn per- 
sonal papers that I don’t want to 
end up in a dump. 
Unfortunately, there are unsa- 
vory characters that rummage 
through to collect information, 
What this all boils down to is 


that I only have one bag every 


month or two. I don’t feel that I 
should pay taxes for the folks 
with large families or those who 
don’t take the time to recycle. I 
feel there is only one fair way of 
taking care of this problem and 
that is to charge by the bag.

etc. No carbon copies. 

Cardboard - corrugated, pizza 
boxes, paperboard, cardboard 
egg cartons, cereal boxes and 
similar boxes. Empty with liners 
removed and flattened. I even 
recycle paper towel cores and 
potty paper cores. 

Plastics - beverages, detergent 
jugs, bleach bottles, vinegar and 
some clear bottles (check with 
people at the recycling center). 
Rinse well and remove caps. On 
milk jugs, rinse and remove caps 
and rings. No oil jugs. 

Tin cans - rinse and flatten if 
possible. No paint cans, aerosol 
cans or metal, 

Styrofoam ~ egg cartons, pop- 
corn packing material and meat 
trays. Rinse well. 

Aluminum - foil wrap, pans, 
trays and juice cans, Rinse and 
flatten when possible. No dirty 
pans or trays. 

The above are examples of 
what can be recycled. For more 
information, pamphlets are 
available at the recycling center 
or you can ask the employees. 

Don’t forget yard waste, 
leaves, grass, and personal and 
medical waste. Rinse all con- 
tainers well. 

We need to think of the safety 
of all the good people that han- 
dle our waste. 

I am not a “tree hugger”, but I 
feel I have a responsibility to my 
children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren to do what I 
can to help save our environ- 
ment, Get your children 
involved in recycling.

Dawson said that it is just as 
disheartening to see the trees that 
were damaged on the property. 

“A lot of trees are just big 
black twigs, just poking out of 
the ground,” she said. 

The wildfire started in an area 
east of I-75, north of the Four 
Mile Road rest area, between 3 
p.m. and 3:30 p.m. on Thursday,

spread onto the Grayling Game 
Club property, located on 
Simpson Lake, and other private 
properties. A total of 1,345 acres 
of land was damaged by the fire.

' Deputies and Grayling City 


Police closed down traffic on the 
interstate. 

DNR officials set up a com- 
mand center near the fire scene. 
Crawford County Emergency 
Management officials activated 
their emergency operations cen- 
ter in the central dispatch build- 
ing. 


firefighters evacuated people 
from homes in the potential path 
of the blaze. | 

Dawn Juntilla, who lives on 
Golfview Drive near the 
Grayling Country Club, had just 
returned home after retrieving 
her children, Madison, Justice 
and Sabrina, from school. 

Dawn said that she saw the 
smoke while driving through 
town. About five minutes after 
being home, a firefighter was on 
their front lawn, telling ue fami- 
ly to evacuate. 

Dawn, and her husband John 


Juntilla, quickly gathered their. 


kids, three cats, three dogs and 
three turtles, and went to stay 
with a family member for the 
night. | : 

“You go into go-mode,” Dawn 
said. “You don’t have time to 
absorb what is going on. We 
went down the road through 
rolling smoke. It was chaotic and 
there were crying kids.” 

About 50 to 60 people in the 
Karen Woods subdivision were 
also evacuated from their homes.

Sloan said. “Fortunately, it o10n, t 
come to that.” —

Dial-A-Ride drivers took people 
to their destinations and halted 
pick-ups after the main roads in 
town were shut down. 

“It just got too hairy and 
scary,” she said. 

Busses were parked by the 
American Legion Lounge and 
Lanes in case they were needed 
for evacuations, especially for 
people who needed the wheel 
chair lifts, Dean said. 

“We were ready, willing and 
able,” Dean said. 

Busses, from the Crawford 


AuSable District, were also on 
standby for evacuation purposes. 
The Grayling Nursing and 
Rehabilitation Community made 
plans to evacuate its 63 residents 
and staff, but did not have to fol- 
low through with those plans. 
“We had a very good plan in 
place and we were ready to exe- 


cute it if the need arose, but for- 
tunately for. the. residents,. they. 


contained the RES théfe said 


Judy Baker, director of nursing. 


for. the Grayling Nursing and 
Rehabilitation Community. “It 
would have been very disruptive 
and traumatic for them.” 

Pattie Walker, the ‘director of 


emergency services at Mercy 
Hospital Grayling, said the hos- 


pital was prepared to take resi- 
dents from the Grayling Nursing 
and Rehabilitation Community 
at the hospital if they were called 
upon. They also contacted 
Otsego Memorial Hospital 
Gaylord to help with overflow, 
and had ambulances on standby 
for transports. The hospital can- 
celled one surgery, called in six 
extra physicians and set up its 
hazardous materials tent outside 
to treat firefighters. 

“We definitely stood by if we 


were needed and fortunately we 


were not,” Walker said. 
American Red Cross volun- 
teers were going to set up a shel- 
ter at Camp Grayling for evac- 
uees, but opted to locate it at 
Michelson Memorial United 


_ Methodist Church to keep food 
preparation and sleeping quar- 


ters in the same spot and to be 
closer to a food source. | 
About 15 people stayed at the 


church and. Slept on.cots hauled- 
in by a Red. Cross. disaster 


response trailer. ; 

“We can open up a “shelter, 
basically, at a moment’s notice,” 
said Theresa Zambeck, director 
of fund development for the 
American Red Cross. 

The Red Cross provided food 
and water to the firefighters at 
the scene. The Home Depot in 
Houghton Lake delivered a pal- 
let of water. Employees from 
Dally’s Family Market, Subway 
and Glen’s Market = in 
Roscommon delivered food for 
the firefighters.

into stony places, the same is he 
that heareth the word, and anon 
with joy receiveth it; Yet hath he 
not root in himself, but dureth for 
a while: for when tribulation or 
persecution ariseth because of the 
word, by and by he is offended.” 
Feelings or emotional experience 
cannot bring or keep victory over 
sin, 

Paul teaches us in Romans 
7:23 that the mind or intellect has 
no power to keep God’s holy law.

Will your home 
survive a wildfire? 


The recent fire near Grayling 
made local people very aware of 
the need to make homes and 
property resistant to wildfire. It 
involves three key elements. 


Have your home constructed or 


retro-fitted with fire resistant 
building materials, add fire resist- 
ant landscape around your home 
and remove fuel around or near 
your home. 

Below are a few simple steps 
that can lessen the risk of wildfire 
to your home and property. 

* Create a “green-belt: (i.e., 
lawn) 10 to 30 feet wide around 
your home. 

¢ Landscape with fire-resistant 
plants. 

* Clean and remove pine nee- 
dles and debris from your roof 
and gutters. 

* Prune trees to eliminate “fuel 
ladders”. Vary pruning height to 
appear more natural. 

* Reduce native shrubs under 
trees and in non-irrigated areas. | 

* Thin trees to about 10°’ 
between tree crowns; clean up 
thinning debris. 

* Consider removing trees up 
against your house or with 
branches overhanging the roof. 
At least prune branches up so 
they are not in contact with the 
side of the house or roof. 

* Keep firewood stacked away 
and uphill from your home. 

* Replace a wood shake roof 
with a fire-resistant roof as soon 
as possible or feasible. 

* Display your address and lot 
number clearly at the end of your 
driveway. 


* Most importantly, keep fuel . 
away from your home. For 
example, located propane tanks . 
at least 30 feet from any struc- 
tures, preferably on the same ele~- - 
vation as the house. You don’t 
want the LP container below your 


house. If it ignites, the fire would 


tend to burn uphill. On the other 
hand, if the tank is above your 
house and it develops a leak, LP 
gas will flow downhill into your 
home. 

For new home construction ina 
forested area: 

* Use fire-resistant siding, non- 
combustible composition, tile or 
metal roofing materials, 

« Limit the amount of deck area 
because hot embers can ignite 
wooden decks. 

* Build on a level portion of 
your property when possible (fire 
burns faster on slopes). 

¢ Install alternative water (i.e. 
cistern) sources for firefighters 


because electric power often fails 


or is shut off during a fire, mak- 
ing your well and outside faucets 
unusable. | 

* Create adequate access to: 
your property for fire-fighting’ 
equipment to enter and egress 
easily.

' With the goal of reaching out 
to and including all relative care- 
givers, and to create local support 
groups to serve each community, 


the Relative Caregiver 
Subcommittee will offer a one- 
day “Relative Caregiver 


Conference” on Friday, May 9, 
at Kirtland Community College 
(KCC) in Roscommon. 

The Relative Caregiver 
Subcommittee is a multi-agency 
collaboration ‘consisting of 
human service professionals in 
Crawford, Otsego, Ogemaw and 
Roscommon counties and was 
created to promote and sustain 
child welfare reform, particularly 


when children must be placed out. 


of the home. Keeping children 
placed out of the home within 
their own communities and with 
‘appropriate relatives are two of 
the reform’s nine outcome goals, 
“. When unforeseen life circum- 
stances arise, such as parental 
death, physical problems or men- 
tal health problems, you may find 
yourself playing the role of par- 
‘ent again to young children or 
‘fens that aren "t your own, They 
‘are the children of someone else 
fn your family. 

< This was not the way you 
planned your middle to late life 
years. You feel strongly that you 
need to help out, but it’s all so 
‘overwhelming and you’re no 
longer a “spring chicken.” 


You need someone to talk to, 
someone who can relate to what 
you’re going through. You need 
to find some moral support and 
you need to know what resources 


"are available to help you care for 


these children in today’s world. 

Over 200 individuals and fam- 
ilies living in northern Lower 
Michigan have been identified as 
“relative caregivers” to a family 
member’s child or children. In 
years past, these children would ” 
have, more often than not, ended 
up placed in a foster home when 
their parents were found to be 
unable to properly care for them. 
That trend has changed dramati- 
cally due to an effort to keep chil- 
dren within their family bound- 
aries as often and as safely as 
possible. 

Local offices of Michigan’s 
Department of Human Services 
(DHS) have identified the fami- 
lies mentioned above through 
their own casework contact, the 
courts and other agencies. But, 
DHS officials believe the number 
is conservative because there are 
many relatives caring for family 
member’s children who are not 
linked to any local human service 
organization, making it impossi- 
ble to count or identify them. 

Relative caregivers face a vari- 
ety of challenges when caring for 
children experiencing the trauma 
of abuse, neglect, loss of a parent
